Of course, the poor cottars and 
others who flock to St. Maebrubha 
with their nails and their pence do 
not for ,a moment admit that they 
are assisting at a pagan ceremony.

FIFTY-SE VENTH C ONGRESS. 

Second Session. 

Washington, Dec. 11.— Senate — Al- 
most the entire session of the senate 
was devoted to discussion of the omni- 
bus statehood bill. The bill came over 
as the unfinished business from the 
last session and by agreement Wed- 
nesday was fixed for calling it up. 
Early in the morning hour Mr. Quay 
submitted a report of his own and its 
reading occupied the time of the son 
ate until 2 o’clock when the statehood 
bill was laid before the senate. Mr. 
Beveridge, chairman of the committee 
on territories, then presented the com- 
mittee report giving the reasons for 
recommending joint statehood of Ok- 
lahoma and Indian territory, and for 
not favoring the omnibus bill. In the 
course of the reading of the several 
reports and the statehood bill the sen- 
ate passed a bill refunding certain 
revenue taxes to owners of private 
dies and also a bill relieving certain 
importers from the duty on tea placed 
in bonded warehouses. Just before ad- 
journment Mr. Nelson secured permis- 
sion to withdraw the substitute in or- 
der to perfect it. 

House — The feature of the house pro- 
ceedings was a thoughtful speech by 
the venerable Galusha A. Grow, of 
Pennsylvania, on the relations between 
labor and capital. Another bill 
was passed in general terms designed 
to relieve the tea importers from the 
effect of the recent decision of the cir- 
cuit court in New York imposing the 
ten cent war duty on tea imported in 
bond prior to the time when tea is 
restored to the free list. January 1, j 
1903. Another bill to refund the du 
ties collected on merchandise from 
rorto Rico and the Philippines during 
the period between the ratification of 
the treaty of Paris and the congres- 
sional revenue acts for those islands 
also was provided. The pure food bill 
was made a continuing order. 

Washington, Dec. 12. — Senate — The 
senate passed, with several amend- 
ments, the bill fixing the compensa- 
tion of the anthracite coal strike com- 
mission and it now goes to conference. 
The sentiment of the senate was 
strongly in favor of allowing the mem- 
bers cf the commission who are not in 
the civil or military service of tne 
government a lump sum for their serv- 
ice and after considerable debate $4.- 
000 was settled upon as the proper 
amount, thus taking the matter out ol 
the hands of the president, as the bill 
originally provided. Several other 
amendments to the bill were adopted 
fixing the expenses of the commission- 
ers and the assistant recorders at 
per day instead of $15 and leaving the 
question of the amount of salary of 
the assistant recorders and employes 
to the commission. The name of the 
commission was changed to “Anthra 
cite Coal Strike Arbitration.” At 2 
oclock the statehood bill came up 
and there was a brisk exchange be- 
tween Mr. Quay, who favors the omni- 
bus bill, and senators who oppose it 
regarding Its consideration. Mr. Quay 
and Mr. Bate said they were ready 
to vote. Mr. Beveridge. Mr. Lodge, 
Mr. Hale and others protested against 
pressing the bill so soon after it was 
reported and it went over till Monday. 

House — The house Thursday devot 
ed practically the whole day to discus 
sion of a resolution to limit the period 
or taking testimony in the Wagoner- 
Butler contested election case to 40 
days, and finally adopted a resolution 
to that effect by a party vote — 155 tc 
118. The nurpose of the resolution 
is to permit the house to pass on the 
case during this session. The house 
agreed to hold a session on Sunday, 
January 25, for the purpose of paying 
tribute to the memories of the late 
Representatives Russell, of Connecti- 
cut, and Sheppard and De Graffenreid, 
of Texas. 

Washington, Dec. 13. — House — Fri- 
day was devoted to consideration ol 
private pension bills. The calendar 
was cleared, 173 bills being passed 
None of them was of essential inter- 
est. The bill to appropriate $1,000,000 
for the eradication of foot and mouth 
disease in New England was made 8 
special order for next Tuesday with 
the understanding that only the leg 
islative features of the bill would be 
considered and that the appropriation 
would be reported from the appropria 
L.ons committee. 

Wants Military Camps in Kentucky. 

Washington. Dec. 13. — A bill wa9 in 
troduced Friday by Mr. Kelsoe, ol 
Kentucky, appropriating $G12,000 for 
the purchase of a site and the estab 
lishment of a military camp for the 
United States army in Boyd and 
c reenup counties, Kentucky. Repre 
sentative Needham of California, in- 
troduced a bill appropriating $360,0u(l 
for the purchase of a site and the es- 
tablishment of a similar camp in Mon 
terey and San Luis Obispo counties, 
California. 

A Reciprocity Bill. 

Washington. Dec. 13. — Representa- 
tive McCall (Mass.) introduced a bill 
authorizing the president to enter into 
a reciprocal agreement with Great 
Britain whereby coal mined in the 
United States may be shipped into 
Canada free of duty and Canadian com 
admitted into the United States free 
of charge. 

Senator Perkins’ Bill. 

Washington. Dec. 12.— Senator Perk- 
ins introduced in the senate a bill pro 
viding that whenever a retired officer 
of the navy is ordered to active serv 
ice he shall have the same rank and 
pay as an active officer of the like 
length of active service. 

Ad Valorem Tax on Franchises. 

Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 12.— The state sen- 
ate Thursday passed a bill providing 
for an ad valorem tax on the fran- 
chises of all corporations in the state 
which exercise the right of eminent 
domain.

{The Shore End at San Francisco 
Successfully Landed. 



The First Message Over the Cable 
Was Sent From the Shore to 
the Chief Engineer on 
the Vessel. 



, San Francisco, Dec. 15. — “In memory 
of John W. Mackay, I christen the Pa- 
cific cable. May it always carry mes- 
sages of happiness.” 

With these words Lucille Gage, the 
11-year-old daughter of H. L. Gage, 
governor of California, Sunday, chris- 
tened the trans-Pacific cable and break- 
ing a bottle of champagne over the 
yhore end, inaugurated a new era in 
the commercial development of the 
Pacific coast. The landing and splic- 
ing of the shore end which is to con- 
nect the main land with Honolulu, 
was accomplished without hitch of any 
[kind, and was witnessed by 30,000 or 
40,000 people. Ideal weather prevailed, 
their being scarcely any surf. 

Early Sunday morning the steamer 
Newsboy, carrying six miles of cable, 
steamed close In shore, off Baker’s 
beach, south of the Cliff house, and 
through a life-saving boat, sent ashore 
a rope to which the cable was attached. 

The work of hauling in the cable 
was done so expeditiously that the of- 
ficials arrived on the beach only two

minutes before the cable was landed. 
The great bundle of wires touched the 
beach and was christened at 9:55 
o’clock. While the cable was being 
ispliced to the land end, Mayor Schmitz 
delivered a short speech, congratulat- 
ing Clarence Mackay on the successful 
beginning of the work. He also spoke 
of the importance of the undertaking 
sand the benefit to the world at large 
that would result from its completion. 

Clarence W. Mackay, president of 
4he Commercial Cable Co., thanked the 
•mayor and those present. 

Gov. H. T. Gage, on behalf of the 
■state of California, paid a fervent trib- 
lute to the late John W. Mackay. The 
tformal exercises closed with cheers for 
the cable and all those taking part 
tin its landing. 

Refreshment tents were erected on 
the beach and while the cable was be- 
ing spliced Mr. Mackay served cham- 
pagne and other refreshments to a 
ilarge number of specially invited 
guests. Mr. Mackay also sent a tele- 
igram to President Roosevelt announc- 
ing the event. 

When the splicing was completed 
Hate in the afternoon horses were 
ihitched to the end and the cable was 
. drawn through ^e conduit to the ca- 
* jble station. At the same time the 
■ tsteamer Newsboy steamed out to sea 
five miles and anchored the cable with 
•balloon buoys. It was picked up by 
:the cable steamer Silvertown and ta- 
ken aboard. The splicing to the main 
(body was completed Sunday night and 
i the Silvertown headed for Honolulu at 
a seven knot speed. 

The first message over the cable was 
•sent from shore to Chief Engineer Be- 
inest on the Silvertown, congratulating 
i him on the successful landing. Sev- 
'eral tests were made as the cable was 
being laid out by the Newsboy and it 
was found to be in perfect condition. 

A portion of the cable was cut up 
(into 3,000 bits for souvenirs and dis- 
tributed by President Mackay among 
his guests. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 15. — Pres- 
ident Mackay received a message 
from the Silvertown at midnight, say- 
ing that everything was working to 
perfection. 



Washington, Doc. 15.— Mrs. Ulysses 
S. Grant, wife of President Grant, died 
at her residence in tais city at 11:17 
o'clock Sunday night. Death was due 
to heart failure, Mrs. Grant having 
suffered for some years from valvu- 
lar disease of the heart, which was 
aggravated by a severe attack of bron- 
chitis. Her age prevented her rally- 
ing from the attacks. Her daughter, 
Nellie Grant Sartoris, was the only 
one of her children w r ith her at the 
time of her death, her three sons 
having been sumoned here, all being 
out of the city. 

There were also present at the bed- 
side when the end came Miss Rose- 
mary Sartoris, a granddaughter; Dr. 
Bishop, one of the attending physi- 
cians, and the two trained nurses. 
Death came peacefully, the sufferer re- 
taining admost complete conscious- 
ness practically to the end. For sev- 
eral years Mrs. Grant has been so fee- 
ble that it was impossible for her to 
accept social engagements. She suf- 
fered from rheumatism, and was com- 
pelled to walk with a cane or with the 
assistance of an attendant. She was 
76 years of age at the time of her 
death. 

The remains of Mrs. Grant will be 
deposited in the tomb at Riverside 
park, New York, where those of her 
husband now repose. Whether they 
will be taken there immediately or this 
ceremony will be postponed for a time 
could not be ascertained at the house 
Sunday night. 



WENT THROUGH A BRIDGE. 



Three of a Crew of a Wrecking Tram 
Killed; Others Injured. 



Brookfield, Mo., Dec. 15. — A wreck- 
ing train on the Hannibal & St. Joseph 
railroad went through a high bridge 
over Yellow creek Saturday nigiu 
while on the way to clear away a 
wrecked freight. Three dead bodias 
and several injured persons have been 
recovered from the wreckage ard more 
may be found. 

The collapse of the steel bridge was 
caused by a collision between the 
superstructure of the causeway and a 
steel derrick. Engineer Goode and 
Fireman Greene were imprisoned in 
the cab of the locomotive by tons of 
twisted iron. By aid of the moonlight 
they pounded an opening with sledge- 
hammers and crawled into the water, 
whence they were rescued. 



DEVASTATED BY FIRE. 



Property to the Value of $150,000 De- 
stroyed in Centerville, Md. 



Centerville, Md., Dec. 15. — The busi- 
ness portion of this city was devas- 
tated by fire early Sunday entailing a 
loss of about $150,000, with insurance 
of $78,000. A high wind rendered the 
work of the local volunteer fire depart- 
ment inadequate and a special tram 
brought two engine companies from 
Wilmington, Del., whose work soon 
bdued the flames.

Two Men Are Driving From Colorado 
to Asheville, N. C. 



SUBSIDIZED RAILROADS. 



All Companies Have Settled Their In- 
debtedness With the Government. 



Knoxville, Tenn., Dec. 15. — Edward 
M. Barr, of Chicago, and Dr. Stanley 
O. Sabel, of New York, who are driv- 
ing from Colorado to Asheville, N. C., 
on a wager, left Knoxville Sunday 
morning, have less than 100 miles to 
make before Christmas. They have 
driven 3,000 miles since the middle of 
June and have avoided large cities as 
much as possible. Barr is a son of 
J. M. Barr, general superintendent of 
the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
railroad. 



Washington, Dec. 15. — The annual 
rpport of Gen. Longstreet, the com- 
missioner of railroads, says that of the 
railroad companies which have re- 
ceived government subsidies in bonds, 
all have settled their indebtedness 
with the government, except the Cen- 
tral Branch Railway Co., the successor 
of the Central Branch Union Pacific 
Railway Co. The report of the bond- 
aided and land-grant roads show an 
increase of $20,000,000 in net earnings 
over those of 1901. There was an in- 
crease of over $45,000,000 in gross 
earnings and of $27,000,000 in ex- 
penses. The report deals with the de- 
tailed annual summaries of the oper- 
ations of the roads, embraces the prin- 
cipal laws of congress that relate to 
ths bond-aided and land-grant rail- 
roads, and includes abstracts of the 
decisions of the supreme court in cases 
affecting the bond-aided Pacific rail- 
road companies and to which the Unit- 
ed States is party. 



A LONG JOURNEY. 



George Harold Says He Has Traveled 
More Than 65,000 Miles. 



St. Louis, Dec. 15. — George Harold, 
a tramp, who says he has traveled 
more than 65,000 miles, is in St. Louis 
with a queer collection of relics and 
souvenirs. He is headed for Guate- 
mala, where he declares he will re- 
ceive a wager of $5,000. He is 27 years 
old, and has tramped steadily for eight 
years. During that time he has been 
in every country on the globe. Har- 
old arrived in St. Louis from the Klon- 
dike regions. 



Oil and Anthracite in Alaska. 

Tacoma, Wash., Dec. 15. — Southern 
Alaska may rival the anthracite coal 
and oil production of Pennsylvania, 
according to Charles F. Sinclair, who 
has arrived from Katala. bringing coal 
samples running 70 per cent, in illum- 
inating quality. Katala is 200 miles 
east of Valdes. 



Reconcilliatien Reported. 

Sioux Falls, S. D.. Dec. 15— The 
friends of Mrs. Roland B. Molineux in 
toe divorce colony here are responsible 
for the statement that all contemplat- 
ed divorce proceedings on her part will 
be dropped, and that she will soon re- 
turn to New Yora. where a reconcilia- 
tion with her husband will be effected. 



A Fatal Quarrel. 

Clinton, la., Dec. 15. — During a quar- 
rel here Sunday Charles Granderson, 
of Sioux City, was shot and instantly 
killed, Benjamin Carrol was wounded 
twice, and Mrs. Carrol was probably 
fatally shot. The shooting resulted 
from jealousy. 



More Schooners Lost. 

St. Johns, N. F., Dec. 12. — Furioim 
snow storms continue to sweep the 
New Foundland coast. Four more 
schooners have been lost, one with 
her entire crety of. ten persons. Other 
vessels have bbeji driven to sea and 
are believed to bo in great danger. 



Morphine Poisoning. 

Galveston. Tex., Dec. 15. — A young 
German, who was known here as H. 
S. Benjamin, is dead from morphine 
poisoning. It is said bis right name 
was Hans Gwafbiehl von Schoffky, 
that he was a German count, and that 
ue owned a large estate in Germany. 



Portrait of Luther Found. 

Berlin, Dec. 12. — A hitherto un- 
known portrait of Martin Luther, 
painted by Lucas Cranach, the cele- 
brated artist burgomaster of Witten- 
berg. has been uncovered in the town 
of Wittenberg. 



Seven Inches of Sncw. 

Omaha, Neb., Dec. 15. — Seven inches 
of snow, half of which has fallen since 
morning, is on the ground. Trains Sun- 
day night are coming in late from all 
directions. No wind accompanied the 
ctorm, however. 
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Fort and Casrle at Puerto Cabelic 
Quickly Destroyed. 



This Means That War Has Begun Be- 
tween Great Britain and Germany 
On One Side and Venezuela 
On the Other. 



SPar/Sj JCentucky. 



Puerto Cabelic, Saturday, Dec. 13.— 
The British cruiser Charybdis and the 
German cruiser Vineta bombarded the 
fortress here at 5 o’clock this after- 
noon and quickly silenced it. The bom 
bardment lasted for 45 minutes. The 
fortress is composed of Fort Solanc 
and the castle Libertador. After the 
firing ceased the Charybdis sent ma- 
rines to occupy the castle. The for- 
tress was almost demolished. It is 
probable that only a few persons were 
injured by the shelling. The com- 
mander of Castle Libertador has been 
taken prisoner. The cruisers are still 
here. 

At 7 o’clock this morning the Char- 
ybdis and the Vineta arrived here 
searching for Venezuelan gunboats. 
The two cruisers sent their boats into 
the inner port, but finding no gunboats 
the boats returned. The captain of 
the British merchant steamer Topaz;e, 
which was seized by the mob here la3t 
Wednesday, then visited the British 
commodore on board the Charybdis 
and lodged a protest against the viola- 
tion of his ship. The British captain 
returned an hour later with a detac. 1 - 
ment of 50 marines, who took charge 
of the Topaze. The populace was 
greatly excited at this incident and 
raised the cry. *'To arms!” but there 
was no disorder. 

The British commodore then sent a 
message to the authorities at Puerto 
Cabeilo demanding immediate satisfac- 
tion for the action of the mob in hav- 
ing hauled down the British Hag from 
the Topaze, saying that if this satis- 
faction was not forthcoming in two 
hours, at 5 o’clock the fortress and 
the custom house would be bombard- 
ed. On receipt of this demand the 
authorities sent a message r.o Presi- 
dent Castro asking for instructions. 

A committee of the merchants of 
Puerto Cabeilo then approached the 
American consul here, petitioning him 
to intervene. The consul accepted this 
mission and visited the cruisers, but 
he could obtain no alteration in the 
decision of the allies. 

At 5:15 a reply was received from 
President Castro, who authorized the 
chief official here to give the British 
commodore ample satisfaction. Before 
this answer could be. communicated to 
the American consul the hour stip- 
ulated for its receipt had arrived; the 
cruisers immediately opened fire on 
the frortress. The fire was returned 
from Fort oolauo and Castle Liberta- 
dor, but the Venezuelans’ guns were 
soon silenced. While the firing con- 
tinued • there was intense excitement 
in this port. Every house in town 
was closed. 

The people of Puerto Cabeilo can not 
account for this precipitare action on 
the part of the allies, which they con- 
sider to be proof that Great Britain 
and Germnay intend forcing war upon 
Venezuela. 

The British marines propose to make 
use of the cannon in Castle Libertador. 
No damage was done to the town. 
The excitement of the people is sub- 
siding. 

Caracas. Saturday, Dec. 13. — The 
British legation hero was reopened 
to-night under the American flag by W. 
W. Russell, secretary of the American 
legation. 

The statement that Italy, through 
her legation here, is to demand pay- 
ment of her claims against Venezuela 
has been confirmed. 

The arrival of the United States 
gunboat Marietta at La Guaira yester- 
day was due to a rumor that United 
States Minister Bowen was in danger. 
There has been no ground for such a 
rumor, and the presence of the Mari- 
etta was not requested by Mr. Bowen. 

The situation in Caracas continues 
to be critical, and there is intense 
excitement among the German resi- 
dents of the city To-day the Germans 
sought refuge at the American lega- 
tion, where they were sheltered. Mr. 
Bowen has gotten in quantities of all 
kinds of provisions, to be prepared for 
any emergency. 

The enlistment of Venezuelan sol- 
diers continues. Two thousand men 
from the environs of Caracas and Va- 
lencia came into this city to-day. 
Priests are preaching for war. It is 
reported that 90 Germans living in 
the country have offered to support 
the Venezuelan government against 
Germany. 

The people of Caracas are astonish- 
ed that the government at Washington 
remains silent in spite of the recent 
acts of the allied fleet.

NIGHT TURNED INTO DAY. 

The Expensive YotLon of a Relived 
Stock Broker Who Had Honey 
to Bnrn. 

A transformation of the interior of 
a family mansion resulted in an ex- 
traordinary inversion of the plans of 
nature. The owner, Mr. Brownjohn, 
a retired stock broker, was deter- 
mined to turn night into day, and it 
cost him thousands of pounds to do 
it. according to Pearson's Weekly. 
All the outside windows of the house 
were built up, so as to exclude every 
ray of natural light. Entrance to the 
mansion was by an underground pas- 
sage; and every room had a door and 
window opening onto a magnificent 
central space, which was open to the 
roof.

He 
lunched at one in the morning, drank 
a cup of tea about four a. m., and 
dined at seven o’clock, retiring to 
rest about ten and eleven a. m., 
when, by an ingenious sliding ar- 
rangement in the roof, the bright 
sky and imitation sun were at once 
transformed into a concave expanse 
of inky blackness; from out of which 
a host of false stars twinkled, and an 
artificial moon shed forth her spuri- 
ous beams. 

QUEEREST SuTt ~0N _ RECORD. 

Partnctpa In Higlmay Robbery Went 
Into Court to Settle Their Buil- 
neaa Account*. 

Perhaps the most remarkable suit 
ever brought is on the records of the 
court of the exchequer in England. 
It was filed on October 3, 1725, and 
it sets forth very clearly that John 
Everit and Joseph Williams were 
highway robbers, says the New York 
World. 

In the succinct legal phrases the 
complaint, says that the men formed 
a partnership for the purposes of 
carrying on business as highwaymen. 
It was mighty profitable, as was 
shown by the fact that Everit sued 
Williams for the equivalent of $5,000, 
“being for moneys wrongfully appro- 
priated to defendant’s private purse.” 

This was the amount in dispute 
after the partnership had lasted only 
a year. Then Everit claimed that 
he discovered that his partner had 
not made a fair division of the spoils. 

The action was adjudged to be a 
gross contempt of court, and th-i 
plaintiff was ordered to pay all 
costs, while the solicitors who served 
the writ were fined JL* 50 each. One 
of the solicitors, a man named 
Wreathcock. refused to pay the fine 
and was sent to prison for six 
months. Both plaintiff and defend- 
ant to this action were subsequently 
hanged — one at Tyburn and the other 
at Maidstone.

Their Testimony Before the Com- 
mission About All In. 



Commission Will Probably Adjourn 

Next Saturday For the Holidays — 

The Sessions May Then Be 
Held in Philadelphia. 

Scranton, Pa., Dec. 13. — The strike 
commission Friday heard cumulative 
testimony on matters that have already 
been touched on by witnesses. This 
testimony tended to show that there 
has been excessive docking; that many 
men have been discriminated against 
because they went on strike rather 
than do the work of strikers; that 
they have been paid one price for 
mine cars of all sizes; that they do 
not get paid for all the coal mined; 
that they should have the eight-hour 
day because the mines are unhealthful 
and dangerous, and that they ought 
to receive higher wages. 

Late in the day President Mitchell 
was called to the witness stand and 
presented comparative figures, which 
showed that men paid by the day re- 
ceived from *10 to 50 per cent, higher 
wages ir the bituminous regions than 
In the anthracite fields. His figures 
of the anthracite fields were gathered 
by his own officers, and a hurried com- 
parison with the figures handed to the 
commission by the Delaware & Hud- 
son Co., he said, showed that his were 
generally higher. 

The attorneys for the miners do not 
expect to close their case until the 
early part of next week. It is not 
known to the lawyers for the com- 
panies whether they will be able im- 
mediately to proceed with their case 
ana i is possible that they will ask for 
a short recess. 

Two kodcarriers, who were formerly 
mine workers, were called to the stand 
In the afternoon. Hodcarriers in the 
vieini:y of Wilkesbarre, they said, re 
reived 25 cents an hour, time and a 
half for overtime, and double time for 
Sunday or holiday work. Bricklayers 
receive 30 cent an hour, time and a 
half for extra work, and double time 
for Sunday or holiday work. Stone- 
masons received $3 a day. They all 
worked eight hours a day. Both wit- 
nesses thought the miners ought to 
get $5 a day. 

Scranton, Pa., Dec. 15. — The mine 
workers who have been engaged in 
presenting their side of the contro- 
versy with the anthracite coal opera 
tors to the anthracite coal strike com- 
mission for about 20 days will close 
their case either Monday or Tuesday. 
That is their present program. They 
have a considerable number of wit- 
nesses. among them some young silk 
mill girls, they desire to he heard. 
The miners may, however, continue to 
present witnesses until President 
Mitchell, who has gone to his home 
in Illinois for a few days, returns so 
that he can be on hand when the op- 
erators open the’r cr.se. 

The companies hope to he able to 
start their side immediately after the 
miners close. Former Congressman 
Simon P. Wolverton, leading counsel 
for the Philadelphia & Reading Coal 
& Iron Co., will make the opening ad- 
dress for all the large companies and 
possibly the indepenndents also. Aft- 
er the opening statement witnesses 
will be called by each company. 

It is expected that the commission 
will adjourn next Saturday for the 
holidays and meet again in one or 
two days after New Years day. There 
is considerable talk of holding the 
cr seions in Philadelphia after the 
Christmas adjournment. Some of the 
companies prefer to have the hearings 
there, especially the Reading and 
some members of the commission are 
not averse to holding the sesions in 
that city. The matter has not yet 
officially been brought before the com- 
mission. 

SAC AND FOX INDIANS.

A Large Majority of the Tribe Is Af- 
flicted With Incurable Diseases. 

Guthrie, Okla., Dec. 15. — Dr. Wyman, 
government physician at the Sac and 
Fox Indian agency in Oklahoma, an- 
nounces that a large majority of the 
tribe are afflicted with tuberculosis, 
scrofula and other incurable diseases, 
snd adds that the tribe will be prac- 
tically annihilated within a few years.
